MILAN, Aug. 11.—{Bxclusive Dis- 
batch. The chief of a squad of divers 
who recently went to work in Greek 
waters at the request of King George's 
government, has just returned to Leg- 


The mission of the divers In Greece 
Was to seek for a ancient galley which 
sank near Cerigo, and the vessels of a 
Turko-Egyptian fleet which sank in 
the battle of Navarino. 
The leader of the divers states that 
the Roman galley was found at the 
depth of fifty meters. All that remains 
of the vessel is the hull, which is forty- 
five meters long. In it the divers found 
eleven amphorae of classic form. 
which, in the opinion of archaeologists, 
Gate from five centuries before Christ. 
The gailey is buried under a mass 
of mud. It is probable that in the 
interior bronze statues will de found 
similar to those brought to the sur- 
face by Greek divers, but to get rid 
of the mud it will be necessary to put 
special machinery in operation.

Most Dangerous Element Is 
Now Mastered. 


The great naval magazine at Ilona 
Island, forty miles up the Hudson from 
New York, where thousands of shells 
are constantly being loaded with tons 
of emokeless powder for the American 
feet, is one of the most important 
government piants in operation, accord- 
ing t6 @ recent writer in the New York 
Trivune. Owing to its isolated loca- 
tion and strict rules against visitation, 
the outside world rarely gets more 
than a distant glimpse of it from the 
Wang river steamers.

FACTS AND FIGURES CONCERN- 
ING CALIFORNIA. 


— 
Foolish Opinions Relative to the 
Golden State Since Northern - 
lamity—Commercial Progress 
impaired—Un just Predictions Made. 
Coast Line 1000 Miles in Length. 


An article in Lestie’s Weekly con- 
tains the following timely truth con- 
cerning the effects of the northern 
catastrophe upon the State of Califor- 
nia: 

The prediction is heard in responst- 
die quarters that California has re- 
ceived “a Diack eye” because of this, 
calamity; that the com fal progress 
of the State and its attractions for 
tourists and prospective home-makers 
have been seriously impaired for the 
game reason. Ali this ts unjust even 
so far as San Francteco and its imme- 
diate vicinage are concerned, and much 
more so as it affects points as far dis- 
tant as Los es and other sections 
of Southern California. A few fnetg 
and figures here of area and distance 
may help to show the true situation 
and dispel some erroneous notions now 
prevalent. The whole section affected 
in any perceptible degree by the earth- 
quake was not over two thousand 
square miles, whereas the State of Cal- 
ifornia has an arena of 158,233 such 
miles. Even at pointe as near the cen- 
ter of the disaster as Sacramento, only 
ninety miles from San Francisco, the 
temblor was sc ly felt. California 
has a coast line nearly one thousand 
miles long, of which the area em- 
braced by the earthquake did not af- 
fect over one hundred miles. The fact 
is to be bgrne in mind also that at San 
Francisco itself, it was to the fire and 
not to the earth convulsion that the 
enormous loss of life and property was 
chiefly due—a distinction with a large 
significance in its bearing upon possible 
events of the kind in the future. Se- 
vere as was the earthquake shock itself 
and disastrous as were its direct re- 
sults, they were not comparable in 
magnitude with visitations of the kind 
in other parts of the earth in other 
days. There were no tidal waves, no 
rendings of the earth and other hor- 
rors such as have attended earth con- 
ulsions elsewhere. Had it not been 
r the devastation of fire, which may 
be regarded among the preventable 
things, the mhole damage wrought 
would have been comparatively slight. 
Thus even San Francisco and its neigh- 
boring towns may be absolved from 
the doom pronounced upon them by 
some sensational writers and shallow 
alarmists.

local land office and show cause why 
their locations should not be declared 
invalid. 

He has also agreed to fetal! to the 
Forest Service capable geologists, 
who will gather together the right 
kind of evidence to warrant the decia- 
ration that certain mining locations 
he Forest Service will 

detail a num- 
ber of geologists and one of its law 


hol 
locations, principally by placer en- 
tries, —— — been made in forest 
reserves. rge portion of the land 
which has been examined contains fine 
Sodies of timber, and hundreds of 
thousands of acres have been located 
under the placer mining law.

Speaking of the stand he has taken 
against the restoration of the lands 
now heid in temporary and permanent 
forest reserves, Aubury says that in 
these reserves the miner is amply pro- 
tected by the government, and that 
the forest reserve policy has been so 
broadened under the policy of Gifford 
Pinchot that the miner is granted 
every reasonable privilege.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LEADS IN 
IMPROVING AVENUES.

Great for Betterment of 

Thoroughfares is Now Being Con- 

ducted by the Automobile Club, the 

E! Camino Real Association and the 

Highway Commisison. 

One of the greatest movements in 
years for good roads is now under 
way in Southern California, the proper 
marking of the main roads by signs, 
the most needed thoroughfare im- 
provement of the Southwest. 

The new signs are of three classes. 
Those put up by the Automobile Club 
of Southern California are of diamond 
shape and of blue and white enamel. 
mounted on painted redwood posts.

WAS SYSONBY. 


Career of Two Years Marked 
by Many Victories, 
0 


Greatest Speed Marvel Ever 
Known in America, 


Won Thirteen Times Out of 
Fifteen Races. 


| [There has been considerable infor- 
mation published about the death of 
the great running horse Sysonby and 
the loss that the turf world has suf- 
fered in his passing, but the ordinary 
sportsman, who never saw the speed 
marvel perform, is hardly aware of 
what a real race horse he was and 


Sysonby was really a flyer, and the 
best evidence of this fact is seen in 
his races, for when he Was entered in 
& contest at any distance, his name 
was generally enough to scare all the 
other owners at the track, and those 
that did have horses in against him 
merely dropped them in to take « 
chance at second or third money. Dur- 
ing his snort career of two years, he 
Started fifteen times: was fret thir- 
teen times; ran a dead heat once with 
Race King in the Metropolitan Handi- 
cap at Belmont Park on May 4, 1905, 
and was eaten but once. and that by 
Artful Tradition in the Futurity 
at Sheepshead Bay track on August 
„ 19064. It is sala that in these last 
two races Sysonby was not up to his 
usual form, and his record ané 
after the two races shows it. 

Just what Sysonby could do is 
shown dy the fact that he could run 
five-eights of a mile and win just as 
easily as one can imagine a race being | 
won. In hls first appearance, at five 
and one-half furlongs, on July 14, 1904, 
be won by ten lengths, pulled up, in 
1:07 4-6. and in his last race, Septem- 
ber 9, 1905, at Bheepshead Bay, he won 
the Annual C Stakes at two} 
and one-fourth miles, and finished, gal- 
loping easily, by four jengths, and 
beating Olseau and Broom He 
all kinds of distantes from 
five and one-half furlongs to two and 
one-fourth miles, and all weights and 
all horees ‘entered looked alike to him. 

The particular thing that first strikes 
ali who read of his performances is 
the ease with which he won all of his 
races, save two. This is probably due 
to the fact that in many of his races 
he did not always have the high clase 
stake in against him, but they 
certainly wanted none of hie or 
they would have been there.

LLIAM H. SAWYER of Fresno writes to this 
department of The Times as follows on the mat- 
ter of our remarks on a “Diversified Agriculture 

with Poultry: 

“If I get your meaning it comes to this: a poultry 
plant is of very doubtful profit unless one has an en- 
vironment enabling the owner in large measure to sup- 
ply the food consumed by his birds. In other words, 
‘it is doubtful if boughten grain foods at retail or cur- 
rent rates can be fed to a big flock of fowl at a profit.’ 
As the food supply of a flock of 1000 or 1500 hens would 

require rather extensive agricultural operations, it is 
clear that the small poultry farm of, say, ten acres. has 


done 

“Is it a fact successful poultry 
raise their own food supplies, or do they buy them, giv- 
ing their chief attention to their Weks? 

“To what extent do the large and successful poultry 
men use the prepared poultry food?” 

By a careful reading of our article it will be seen that 
our Fresno correspondent does not quote us accurately. 
Surely, “unless the latter” (the grain foods) “be bought 
in the cheapest market in quantity it ts doubtful if 
boughten grain at retail or current rates can be fed 
to large flocks at a profit.” To give point to the state- 
ment, what would our inquirer say to $1.90 to $2 per 
hundred for wheat fed to a large flock? And yet the 
writer knows of instances where this has been done. 

What can be said in favor of a breeder who buys the 
preperatory foods now on the market in sack lots, and 
often even less, at the retail price? These foods cannot 
be fed as a regular thing at such prices ani yield a 
profit to the man running a 1500 flock. As to the poultry 
farm of ten acres having a small chance of success is 
problematical and rests entirely with the man behind 
the gun. It has been said that in a generation fully 
per cent of the people who go into business fall. To 
this rule the poultry business is not a brilliant exception. 
Our correspondent’s paragraph pertaining to the man 
with small capital going into business suggests a volu- 
tion of the question, and prompts another. What does 
he consider a small capital? Surely to own ten acres 
with buildings and improvements within reaching dis- 
tance of Los Angeles means $5000, which stocked to 
1500 head of fowl and necessary paraphernalia will call 
for $2000 more. Then what about getting established 
and developing a productive condition? Is that a small 
capital? The ranch we had in mind when writing on 
“Diversified Agriculture” represents an investment of 
about $1500. To call a few hundred hens “being in the 
poultry business” ts surely stretching the truth, and 
yet that is what many, very many people consider a 
business hereabouts and are depending on for a livil- 
hood Under euch conditions is it any wonde- that the 
personel of the business is completely transmagnified 
every five years? As for the people of small means go- 
ing into poultry on printed advice, that is purely a mat- 
ter of individual volition,—the latter being a condition 
under which nearly all people go into any business. 

The person with discriminating judgment, initiative, and 
individual decision will readily form correct conclusions 
as for the other fellow, life is too short to supply him 
with gray matter. . 

But as for the main point. Can fowl be maintalue i at 
$1.90 per head for food? Yes, if you buy your grain 
has known Petaluma to buy grain in lots of 

thirty and forty tons at a time, and prepared food in 
equal quantities. So much for the basic items; grow all 
your green food, which is certainly feasible in California.

What a Santa Barbara Breeder Has Done. 


ln a communication to the California Promotion Com- 
mittee, Capt. EK. Pryce Mitchell, of Santa Barbara, gives 
some results in poultry culture based upon personal 
experience which clearly indicates that he has grasped 
the salient features of the business which stands for 
success. What he has to say is rather too long for pub- | 
lication in this department; nevertheless we cannot re- 
train from giving place to a paragraph or two which 
touch on vital points. Speaking of Fancy versus Com- 
mercial points, our authority is of the opinion that 
“many people when entering the poultry business as a 
sole means of livelihood are apt to figure on selling the 
majority of their eggs and birds at fancy prices and the 
remainder at market prices. In my own case I reversed 


then to gradually work into a fancy business. I find 
that even with advertising and keeping the best stock 
it does not yield commensurate returns unless one ex- 
hibits and takes prizes at the shows. To exhibit means 
that the commercial end must often be neglected by 
one’s absence at the shows. I would advise the keep- 
ing of one breed only on the commercial plant; com- 
mence with the best stock you can afford to buy and 
then pick out each year the finest birds and separate 
them for breeding purposes and in a few years 
sult will be a fine flock of uniformly good birds 
“I prefer the White Leghorn for the State, 
climate here is more like their old home on 
ern shores of the Mediterranean. They are also 
prone to broodiness than the heavy breeda it is 
simple thing to separate the broodies of a small flock, 
but quite a different matter when the flock consists of 
a thousand birds. Even the so-called non-setters like 
the Leghorns get brooding at times, and if left in the 
nest all night the fever gets well started and laying 
stops for two or three weeks, but if the bird is put the 
same night into a coop with a slatted bottom she will be 
laying again within a week. A flock of 1000 White Leg- 
horns from a good laying strain will net from $1200 to 
$1500 a year if properly fed and cared for, and with 
incubator, brooder and chicken house will occupy four 
acres. Each bird should average about eleven dozen 
eggs per year, and the average price of eggs about 25c 
per dozen. The food will come to about $1.40 per year.

HE allegation that practically all thé apple trees 
of Southern California are infected with woolly 
aphis, like many other interested assertions, will not 
bear the ligtt of investigation. Some months ago I 
‘had occasion to warn the tree planters against the im- 
portation of foul nursery stock, stating that much such 
stock had been sent back over the line on account of 
woolly aphis and other pests. The nurseryman who has 
pinched by this policy took himself into print to say 
that aphis infection was well-nigh universal upon the 
‘apple trees of Los Angeles county, making this asser- 
tion a pretext for attempting to further foist infected 
trees upon the planters. If, he argued, the orchard

Another “Cause” of Appendicitis. . 


HE doctors are always hunting up some mysterious 

cause of disease, which of late years they have 
usually been in the habit of attributing to a bug. in 
fact, causes of disease are almost as numerous among 
the medical fraternity as cures. 

A French physician announces that appendicitis is due 
to the use of vegetables, irrigated with sewage, in our 
large cities, such vegetables containing parasites. It is 
possible that some cases of appendicitis might origin- 
ate in such filthy food, but there is no one certain and 
distinct cause for this or any other disease. Appendi- 
citis is the result of errors,in diet—the use of highly 
stimulating food and too much food—extending over a 
considerable period of time, which gradually induces an 
inflamed condition of the appendix and its surroundings. 
An examination of the colon of a high liver would cause 
the observer to wonder how any such person can pos- 
sibly escape appendicitis and early death, when the 
main sewer of the body is in such a foul condition. 
The cure for appendicitis, as frequently stated in this 
department, is exceedingly simple and safe, and it is 
nothing less than a medical crime that the doctors are 
& ready to resort to the frequently fatal and usually.

solutely inferior companion to carry out the procreative 
act he himself never contemplated, but has been sug- 
gested into surroundings he could not ward off with- 
out a feeling of offense. 

“If we study history more closely, and with a mind 
unbiased, with the object of profiting thereby, we shall 
learn of peoples who have become extinct owing to their 


It would be well to study the question as to who 
is and who is not eligible to the procreative acts. It 
would be well to abstain from deeds that bring sorrow 


nizes wedlock as a means to the planetary ends, and does 
recognize companionship a necessity under certain cir- 
circumstances, but advises celibacy there wherever the 
mind or body or both have reached their highest pos- 
sible culminations and where the individual would be 
of greatest benefit to society as a social being. It is per- 
fectly natural to abstain from the things that 
cause us trouble and perfectly unnatural to force 
ourselves to do the things that perpetuate sorrows. 
If we only applied our sexual and social relation- 
ship to our every day life in a similar spirit as 
we are attempting to apply it to our care in the 
selection of food, drink and associationship, we would 
at least be ome step nearer the goal and leave behind 
Us an example for generations to refer to as a life worth 
living. Just as much as some people require more food 
and others less, so there are temperaments who would do 
this world a favor to abstain from sexual relationship 
and bestow upon themselves blessings of greater enjoy- 
ments and a life of satisfaction, usefulness and honor.”

The engraving force is well paid. Vacancies may be 
filled either by direct appointment through the Civil 
Service Commission after a non-educationa! exam)natiou 
as to skill, or by promotion from the lower grades. The 
lowest posts are those of apprentices, held by of 
from fourteen to twenty, who receive from fifty cents 
to = dollar a day. Next come tramsferrers, who attend 
to the transfer press work described above, and plate- 
‘cleaners, who go over the worn plates and re-engrave 
the lines when these become nearly obliterated.

| are engravegs proper, who receive from $2500 to $6000 a 
year. 

When the plates of four notes leave the engravers, 
they go to the printing room, where impressions are 
taken by hand presses, this being necessary, so it is 
claimed, to allow the time essential for careful work. 
The printer inks his plate with a small hand roller, wipes 
it first with a rag and then With his hand, and places it 
upon the press. His assistant, who is always a girl, ad- 
justs the sheet. After it has been passed under the 
roller, she removes the print and examines it for im- 
perfections while the printer removes the plate and re- 
inks it, The backs are printed first and then their faces. 
From the printing room they go to girls who put on the 
numbers by curious machines which change their num- 
bers automatically. Next the notes are trimmed, pressed. 
smooth by hydraulic presses, and tied in bundles for 
sending over to the treasury. At the latter place, the 
seal of the United States—Uncle Sam's signature—which 
makes them “money,” is printed upon them, either in red 
or blue ink. Then the four notes which have been to- 
gether ever since they came from the preag, are cut 

All the work after the printing and before the shipping 
away is done by girls who have been promoted from 
the ranks of the printers’ assistants, gnd are known. as 
operatives. All girls are appoipted in the first place 
through a competitive examination of two kinds, con- 
ducted by the Civil Service Commission. The first kind 
consists of an educational test, for which an ordinary 
publie- school training is sufficient. Those who get eighty 
per cent. on this are examined physically, so as to be 
sure they can stand the strain of the work. Although 
only women are eligible to these posts, the applicants 
are 80 numerous that tio one who receives less than 
eighty-eight on her examination has any real chance 
of appointment. Eighteen is the minimum age of ap- 
pointment. The pay is one dollar and twenty-five 
cents or one dollar and fifty cents a day.
